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Revivals. 

Nearly four years have elapsed since there has 
been a general outpouring of the Holy Spirit and 
a revival of the work of God among the churches. 
Prior to that period we were accustomed to hear of 
the conversion of sinners by scores and by hun- 
dreds. Scarcely an evangelical church could be 
named that had not shared in a work, over which 
the angels in heaven rejoice. This season of reli- 
gious prosperity has been followed by a period of 
epiritual dearth and declension during which we 
have been permitted to record but few “times of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord.” 

We might were it necessary, go into an inquiry 
There of the causes of this spiritual declension, but 
jt may be more profitable to inquire what must be 
done to remedy the evil. Infidels, sceptics and all 
who oppose revivals, however, may learn by it, that 
they are not the work of man; otherwise they 
would have continued till the present time, for they 
sare as much desired by evangelical Christians now 
as they ever were; but facts show that men have 
not been able to produce them. 

Undoubtedly one of the most important means 
‘of promoting revivals,is humiliation and prayer. In 
seasons of declension social prayer is apt to be neg- 
lected. But few, comparatively speaking, in such 
times are in the habit of attending the prayer meet- 
ing. And perhaps one of the most fruitful causes 
of declension in the churches is the neglect of this 
important duty. Were a person to visit every 
church in this State and ettend their meetings for 
prayer, he would andoubtedly find that a state of 
of coldness and spiritual dearth existed just in 
proportion as the members neglected the assemb- 
ling of themselves together for prayer. And on 
the other hand it would be found that the churches 
increased in religious prosperity in proportion to 
the increased attendance upon the prayer meeting. 
Prayer appears to have been instrumental in 
bringing about the great revival at the day of Pen- 
tecost; for we are informed, that, after the Ascen- 
sion the Apostles “al] continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jesus, and with his brethren.” And 
we find that when the day of Pentecost was fully 
‘come, they 
place,” “when suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven,” &c. It is not disputed that these early

New London Associ tion. 

The annual meeting of the New London Baptist 
Association was held with the Baptist church in 
Lyme, commencing on Wednesday, Sept. 30th, and 
continuing until Thursday evening. It was a most 
interesting and profitable session. 

The introductory sermon was preached by Bro. 
Ebenezer Loomis, from Rom. 5: 18, “ Therefore, 
as by the offence of one, judgment came upon all 
men to condemnation, even so by the righteousness 
of one, the free gift came upon all men unto justi- 
fication of life.” 
the brethren called “the old corn of the land ;” being 
a scriptural representation of the fall and its sad 
consequences, with the recovery through Jesus 
Christ. 

Br. E. Loomis was chosen Moderator of the As- 
sociation, and D. B. Cheney and W. P. Benjamin, 
Clerks. Several of the letters from the churches 
were peculiarly refreshing in this time of general 
dearth, rehearsing how great things God had done 
for them during the past year, in reviving and en- 
larging them; while from others the intelligence 
was similar to that which has been so often repeat- 
ed from other quarters—spiritual barrenness and 
diminution of numbers. We judged, however, that 
the result would show an increase of numbers from 
last year’s report. Br. N. Wildman gave us an ex- 
cellent discourse in the afternoon from Luke 24: 
36, “And as they thus spake, Jesus himself stood in 
the midst of them, and saith unto them, Peace be 
unto you.”

The necessity of a revival of religion at the 
present time, will be readily admitted by every 
true Christian. The languishing state of the 

churches—the coldness and apathy which so gen- 
erally provails, and the Salvation of sinners, al] 
speak in language too plain to be misunderstood, 
the necessity ofa revival which shall extend through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. But there 
is still another reason why the churches should en- 
gage in the means of promoting a revival.

The Evangelical Alliance. 

Several of our exchange papers come to us pret- 
ty well filled with reports of the doings of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. The meeting was held in Lon- 
don in August, and a notice of its proceedings ap- 
peared in this paper two weeks since. There was 
a very respectable attendance of delegates from 
America and various parts of Europe, and a very 
good spirit prevailed throughout the sessions, which 
were protracted several days. The following arti- 
cles were agreed upon as the doctrinal basis of the 
Alliance : 

I. The parties composing the alliance shall be 
such persons only as hold and maintain what are 
usually understood to be Evangelical views in re- 
gard to matters of doctrine understated, viz: 

1. The Divine inspiration, authority and sufficien- 
cy of the Holy Scriptures, 

2. The right and duty of private judgment in the 
interpretation of the Holy Scriptures. 

3. The unity of the Godhead, and Trinity of per- 
sons therein. 

4. The utter depravity of human nature in con- 
sequence of the fall. 

5. The incarnation of the Son of Ged and his 
work of atonement for sinners of mankind, and his 
inediatorial interercession and reign. 

G. The justification of the sinner by faith alone. 

7. The work of the Holy Spirit in the conversion 
and sanctification of the sinner. 

8. The immortality of the soul, the resurrection 
of the body, the judgment of the world by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, with the eternal blessedness of the

No new church is to 
be organized ; the Alliance is to be composed sim- 
ply of individuals from all evangelical denomina- 
tions who are willing to subscribe to the terms of 
the basis.

Though 
I endeavor to do good here, yet my heart is contin- 
ually with the people of my charge. . And 
here let me desire you to bear in mind our former 
request. We must have more help from Imerica.— 
I an willing to labor alone, supported or unsupport- 
ed, (not that I speak in respect of want,) but my 
heart almost bleeds for the mission. If the miser 
thirsts for gold, as I do for the salvation of the poor 
Bassa people, no wonder that he holds it witha 


united? Ifa greater degree of Christian love is to 
be gained by it, then we bid it God speed; but we 
cannot conceive how this object is to be attained 
by subscribing to a paper basis, or constitution. Will 
any one of the three hundred (we believe that is the 
number,) Episcopal clergymen who were present, 
admit a “dissenter” to his pulpit now any sooner 
than he would before ? We suspectnot. Nor will 
a Baptist minister admit an unbaptized person to 
the communion-table in consequence of this Alli- 
ance. But it is replied that “no compromise of the 
views of any member, or sanction of those of oth- 
ers, on points wherein they differ, is either requir- 
ed orexpected.” Very well; but we ask what then 
is to be gained by this Alliance? If it is replied 
that “Christians are to love each other better than 
they did before, we must still confess ourselves at 
a loss how this can be accomplished by the means 
proposed. Such is our opinion of the depravity of 
the human heart, that nothing but the grace of God 
can cause men to love each other in the sense en- 
joined upon us in the scriptures. That is able to 
make us love even our enemies; and when the 
hearts of men are everywhere softened and subdu- 
ed by its regenerating influences, Christian union 
will be complete. 

In these remarks we would not be understood as 
opposing the efforts of the Evangelical Alliance to 
bring about a more perfect union among the differ- 
ent denominations of Christians. Far from it. If 
the influence of this Alliance shall produce the ef- 
fect to make Christians more courteous, kind and 
affable towards each other, amd induce a desire for 
union, we shall most heartily rejoice, and will cheer- 
fully lend our aid in promoting the good cause.— 
But it is hardly to be expected that such an Alli- 
ance will prevent ministers of different denomina- 
tions from contending “earnestly for the faith” as 
they understand it; and in doing this they must oc- 
casionally come in contact with the principles of 
the Alliance. We seriously doubt whether Dr. Pat- 
ton, earnest and eloquent as he was in his remarks 
at the meeting, actually feels more friendly towards 
| the Baptists than he did before. He is a Presby- 
terian, and as such has no fellowship with certain 


views held by us; he regarded, and treated us as 
Christians before he went to England; and he does 
no more now. So will it be with the rest. Not 
one of them will sacrifice a single principle of what 
he believes to be the truth; and as for Christian 
union in any other sense than a union of different 
denominations in one general church, why it must 
be obtained by prayer and a humble, godly, self- 
denying life.

Foreign Inteiligence. 

There have been two foreign arrivals within a 
week. The Great Western at New York and the 
Hibernia at Boston. The only news of importance 
by these arrivals is that relating to the state of the 
crops. The potatoe crop will be almost a total 
failure in Great Britain, and the disease appears to 
have spread wherever the esculent is cultivated.— 
Wilmer and Smith’s European Times, thinks there 
will be few, if any, left by Christmas. The wheat 
crop is better in the southern and worse in the 
northern parts of the kingdom, than was anticipated ; 
on the whole it will prove but little better than the 
yield of last year. The quality is good but there 
will be about one fifth less than a full yield ; last 
year it fell ahort about one fourth. In France,there 
will not bea full supply of bread stuffs ; so instead 
of supplying England, she will be under the neces- 
sity of looking elsewhere herself for food. “Even 
now we hear the cry raised,” siys the pa per alluded 
to above, “that the temporary sliding scale of Sir 
Robert Peel will not work under the severe pressure 
to which it will shortly be subjected, and parties are 
already clamoring for its repeal. Empty stomachs 
break down stone walls; and it is possible—we 


abroad at the present moment—that a change in 
the law may be rendered imperative before the next 
meeting of Parliament.” ' 
Undoubtedly there will be a vast amount of suf- 
fering among the poorer classes of England and 
Ireland, and while Indian corn and flour is being 
shipped to England, the starving poor of that king- 
dom, inlarge numbers will be sent to the United 
States. 
The wheat crop is said to be poor in the coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean, but good in 
northern and central Europe ; partial supplies may 
therefore be looked for from the continent, but the 
United States will, probably, supply the largest 
share, and as a consequence prices will be higher 
than usual, Flour is quoted in New York, at 5,75. 
Previous to the sailing of the Hibernia, Sept. 19, 
there had been a great movement in the cotten mar- 
ket in consequence of the news by the Caledonia, 
of the partial failure of the crops in the Southern 
States. Not less than 83,000 bales changed hands 
within six days previous to the sailing of the Hiber- 
nia. There was an advance of one fathing per lb. 
on American descriptions, and speculators were 
buying freely.

Capture of Santa Fe. 

We published yesterday, exclusively, a very mi- 
nute account of General Kearney’s march to Santa 
Fe, of his entrance into the capital of New Mexi- 
co, and of his taking possession in behalf of the 
United States, of the entire department. 

it would seem that Gen. Armijo had actually 4000 
men at his command, but very badly armed ; and 
that on the 16th they left for the place appointed as 
the battle ground. When he got there, however, a 
council of his officers was called, and ‘much to his 
satisfaction,’ they refused to fight. His second in 
‘command, Col. Archuletti, was exceedingy valor- 
ous up toa late date, but very suddenly changed 
his entire views of the quarrel. Very soon after 
this determination, Gov Armijo turned his head 
towards Chihuahua, followed by a few dragoons. 

It was supposed that Gen. Kearney would nomi- 
nate a Mexican for the office of Governor of the de- 
partment, and appoint an American as Secretary.— 
All those in office, who were thought to be trust- 
worthy, would, in all probability, be continued in 
their places. 

Gen. Kearney, it was supposed, would leave a 
force of 2000 men in Santa Fe, and march, ina short 
time, to California, with a like number-

ney's force, were close at hand, but it was believed 
that they would not be able to make sales of their 
goods in Mexico. They would be compelled to 
make their way slowly down the Del Norte, await-

From the Army. 


We publish this morning, important news from 
two divisions of the Army of Invasion. Gen: Kear- 
ney's command, it seems, took formal possession of 
Santa Fe on the [sth of August last, after a march 
of fifty days through a difficult country, but with- 
out opposition, He had previously taken possession 
of the Mexican villages on his route,and was there- 
fore master of New Mexico. It was supposed that 
he would soon despatch a force of about 2000 men 
to California 

The division under Gen. Taylor on the Rio 


Grande, encounters more obstacles in its march of 


conquest. It will be seen that a battle was expect- 
ed at Montery, where Gen Taylor with 7000 men, 
most of them well drilled, would arrive on or about 
the 20th of September. An advanced guard had 
encountered Mexican troops ; and it is supposed 
that Monterey will be defended by a large force, 
well fortified and commanded by Ampudia. The 
details of this intelligence will be found below. 
LATEST FROM THE ARMY. 

The steamship McKim reached New Orleans on 
the 21st, from Brazos Santiago, with dates from Cer- 
ralvo to the 7th inst. She bronght, moreover, an 
extra of the American Flag, published at Matamo- 
ros, containing a letter dated the Sth inst., from Ca- 
margo, in which the following passage occurs,which 
causes a lively sensation in New Orleans - 

I hasten to inform you of the arrival, post-haste 
from Cerralvo, of Capt. Murray, with information 
that McCulloch's Rangers had come into General 
Worth’s cainp at Cerralvo, and reported that on the 
4th inst., about 40 miles beyond Cerralvo they dis- 
covered a body of Mexicans, forming the advance 
guard of a large force. They retreated as the ran- 
gers came upon them, and pursued until they fell 
back on a larger foree, which was discovered fo be 
froin 800 to [000 strong. 

It was the general impression that it was intend- 
ed to attack Gen. Worth betore reinforeements could 
arrive, and Capt. Murray thinks that a battle is be- 
ing fought at Cerralvo to-day, the eth. Capt. Mur- 
ray met Gen. Taylor with a part of his force, some 
distance in the advance of the main body, and with- 
im thirty-five miles of Cerralvo,on a forced march 
to his relief.
